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Warning after FIVE 
crashes in 24 hours

POLICE are urging drivers to slow 
down - and for farmers to “do all 
they can” to clean mud from roads 
- following five collisions in just 24 
hours. 

Police say they “desperately want 
to avoid a fatality” in the early 
months of 2016 - and that motor¬ 
ists need to take more care. 

Numerous motorists have con¬ 
tacted the Ely News to complain 
about “thick mud” being left on 
roads in the Ely area, including the 
A142 between Ely and Mepal. 

A police spokeswoman said: “It 
is an offence to leave mud or other 
debris on the road causing the sur¬ 
face to be dangerous. 

“We will be sending messages 
out to local farmers to do all they 
can to pay attention to the mud the 
agricultural vehicles carry onto the 
highways.” 

The incidents on Sunday includ¬ 
ed a single vehicle collision on the 
A142 at Witcham Toll at around 
7.35am. 

A woman in her 80s suffered mi¬ 



nor injuries and was taken to Ad- 
denbrooke’s Hospital. Her dog - an 
Irish Terrier - was in the car at the 
time but was unharmed, according 
to police. 

There then followed three more 
collisions before 3pm - one in 
Branch Bank, Queen Adelaide, one 
on the A10 near Stretham and an¬ 


other just outside Little Downham. 

All vehicles involved were writ¬ 
ten-off, according to police, who 
were then called to a collision on 
Pools Road, Wilburton, at around 
7.10am on Monday. A red car had 
come off the road and crashed into 
a ditch. 

A spokesman for the East of Eng¬ 


land Ambulance Service Trust said: 
“The driver, a man in his early 20s, 
was out of the vehicle. Thankfully, 
his injuries were minor and he was 
discharged at the scene.” 

Police are warning drivers that 
throughout January they will be 
tackling speeding across the coun¬ 
ty- 


inspector Philip Bloor said: “Driv¬ 
ing too close to the car in front, un¬ 
dertaking and failing to signal are 
widely accepted as examples of bad 
driving. 

“However, some drivers fail to 
accept that excessive and inappro¬ 
priate speeding is also poor driv¬ 
ing and one of the contributions to 
avoidable collisions that result in 
death or serious injury. 

“It’s simple - the faster you drive 
the less time you have to react and 
you are putting not only your life at 
risk but also the lives of others.” 

Speaking on the Policing East 
Cambridgeshire Facebook page 
on Monday, an officer said: “Rural 
driving has extra risks built into it. 
There is a much higher rate of fatal¬ 
ity on the rural roads of East Cambs 
than there are in the built up areas 
of Cambridge etc. 

“We desperately want to avoid 
a fatality in these early months of 
2016. 

“Please slow down, leave a little 
more time for your journey, and 
take that extra measure of care at 
junctions and when you need to 
over take.”

Protest over 
rail fare hike 


COMMUTERS across Cam¬ 
bridgeshire joined forces to 
protest against rising train 
fare prices. 

Disgruntled passengers 
gathered at Ely and Cam¬ 
bridge stations on Monday 
morning to support Action 
For Rail’s “End the Rail Rip 
Off” day. 

The campaign held dem¬ 
onstrations at over 100 UK 
stations, following a 1.1 per 
cent average increase on all 
national fares from fanuary 
2 . 

Commuters travelling 
from Ely and Littleport to 
London can expect to pay 
£4,692 for a 12-month sea¬ 
son ticket, compared to

£4,648 last year - a rise of £44 
or 0.9 per cent. 

The campaign, which saw 
#railripoff trending on Twit¬ 
ter, aims to highlight the 
fact that rail fares have risen 
nearly three times faster 
than average wages in the 
past five years. 

Trade Union Centre (TUC) 
are working with a number 
of rail unions in support of 
the Action For Rail initiative 
TUC’s general secretary, 
Frances O’Grady, said: “It’s 
hardly surprising that UK 


passengers think rail travel is 
bad value for money. 

“Ministers need to wake- 
up to this reality instead of 
allowing train companies to 
milk the system at taxpayers’ 
and commuters’ expense.” 

The demonstrations were 
organised after an Action 
For Rail study revealed that 
commuters in the UK spend 
up to six times as much on 
tickets than their European 
counterparts. 

However, a spokesman 
for the Rail Delivery Group, 
which represents train oper¬ 
ators and Network Rail, said: 
“At 1.1 per cent this is the 
smallest average increase in 
fares for six years.”

Over 800 sign 
mum’s petition 


MORE than 800 people have 
now signed a petition in a 
bid to stop lollipop men and 
women from losing their 
jobs. 

Mum-of-two Ivana Devine, 
from Ely, has been campaign¬ 
ing against Cambridgeshire 
County Council’s proposals 
to axe school crossing patrols 
across the county since the 
beginning of December. 

The cash-strapped coun¬ 
cil hopes to save £171,000 by 
cutting the funding for the 
crossing patrols as part of its 
plans to save approximately 
£41m in 2016/17. 

A final decision will be 
made next month and par¬ 
ents at many schools across 
the county are campaigning 
to try and save their lollipop 
men and women. 

Among them are a group 
of parents whose children at¬ 
tend Spring Meadow Infant 
and Nursery School and St 
Mary’s Junior School, both in 
Ely’s High Barns. 

Their lollipop man is Mar¬ 
tin Skipper. Ivana, of Prick-

willow Road, said: “We can’t 
sit back and allow this to 
happen. The lollipop men 
and women are essential to 
improving the safety of our 
children while walking to and 
from school. 

“Only a few years ago the 
council recognised that 
schools required safer cross¬ 
ings as a result of several in¬ 
cidents being reported. Now 
it seems they have forgotten 
the reason they employed 
lollipop men and women in 
the first place. 

“We cannot rely on young 
children to have good road 
sense and we certainly can¬ 
not rely on drivers to give way 
at schools. A lollipop man or 
woman in highly reflective 
clothing with a stop sign has 
authority on the road, drivers 
will see them and stop.” 

School crossing patrol 
services across the whole 
of Cambridgeshire are at 


risk - including Weatheralls 
Primary School and St An¬ 
drew’s Primary School, both 
in Soham, Rackham Primary 
School in Witchford, Sutton 
Primary School and Little- 
port Community Primary 
School, to name just a few. 

Martin, who lives in Little- 
port, and has been a lollipop 
man at the two Ely schools 
for almost three years, said: 
“What the council is propos¬ 
ing is terrible. If we lose our 
jobs children’s lives will be 
put at risk, there’s no doubt 
about it.” 

Ivana will be in Ely on mar¬ 
ket days with the petition, or 
you can sign it in the Ely News 
office on Market Place.

Objections to 
traveller plans 


RESIDENTS are opposing 
plans to build a new traveller 
site in Wilburton. 

Messrs Tidd and Gray ap¬ 
plied to East Cambridgeshire 
District Council for planning 
permission to build eight 
traveller pitches on land 
north of Amberside, based in 
Stretham Station Road, last 
month. 

The development would 
be served by a single ve¬ 
hicular access with the eight 
pitches fronting a single ac¬ 
cess road within the site. 

Each pitch would provide 
private amenity space, a day 
room and hard-standing 
space for a mobile home and 
a touring caravan. 

Barbara Botradi, of Stre¬ 
tham Station Road, says the 
road cannot cope with any 
extra traffic. 

She said: “The increased 
traffic from this proposal 
would affect all those al¬ 
ready living on this road, es¬ 
pecially also since the junc¬ 
tion further along Stretham 
Station Road, where it meets 
the A10, has been the scene 
of several car accidents in 
recent years, some of which 
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were fatal. 

“It is already difficult for 
drivers who live along Stre¬ 
tham Station Road to turn 
right at the A10 junction to¬ 
wards Stretham and Cam¬ 
bridge, but it will be more so 
if there are queues of vehi¬ 
cles building up. 

“Like any potential devel¬ 
opment of dwellings, one 
cannot simply assume that 
eight dwellings generate 
eight vehicles. Most house¬ 
holds of any kind have at 
least two cars, sometimes 
also trucks. 

“Although the planned site 
would hold eight pitches for 
caravans, this could be po¬ 
tentially up to 32 vehicles, 
since the eight additional 
parts of hard area allocated 
to each caravan may well be 
host to visiting caravans for 
much of the year, making a 
total of 16 households, and 
each household is likely to 
have two vehicles at least.” 

Mr and Mrs B Grey, of 
Stretham Station Road, have 


also objected. They said: “Al¬ 
though the highways depart¬ 
ment feel that they have no 
issues regarding the increase 
in road usage, we feel that 
traffic level will impact on 
what is already a very busy 
road that is used as a rat run 
from the A10 to Witchford 
and vice versa. 

They added: “The pro¬ 
posed site is outside the 
development area of all the 
surrounding villages and is 
not designated as a rural de¬ 
velopment site.” 

The applicants’ agents say 
the site is currently under¬ 
developed grazing land and 
that it is “well screened by 
mature trees and hedges to 
the boundaries”. 

The final decision lies with 
the council.

THE uproar over plans to develop 
Barton road car park is fully justified, 
and not only in landscape and 
neighbourhood terms. The council, 
through the asset management 
committee, is pursuing a policy of 
maximising cash returns through 
development. 

A previous example of this policy 
occurred last year in Witchford 
where a site earmarked for 16 units 
of social rented housing, including 
accommodation for the disabled, was 
sold to a private developer. ECDC 
received a greater cash sum, but are 
five 'executive' houses of greater 
benefit to the local community? 

Now in Ely we have the spectacle of 
four bedroom houses being described 
as affordable, and all proposed 
properties being offered for sale, 
despite the evidence that many

Purrr-fect 


ELY'S public car parks are well used 
by residents for miles around. So 
it's therefore of interest well beyond 
Ely that the council has submitted a 
planning application to itself to use 
part of the Barton Road car park 
including the coach park to develop 
11 residential properties. 

I'm not a member of the Planning 
Committee, and as I've been 
involved with discussing the general 
principles of this development on 
other committees, I won't take part in 
determining this planning application 
as I don't think I would be perceived 
as coming to it with an open mind. 

(I hope other councillors who have 
been part of these discussions will 
follow my lead on this). But there 
are several issues which I believe the 
council needs to resolve. 

Some parts of the application say 18 
car parking spaces will be provided 
for the 11 dwellings, but another 
part says 17. Some will be enclosed 
spaces in garages under town houses. 
There are currently 45 spaces on 
that part of the site, meaning a net 
loss of 27 or 28 spaces. However, it's 
suggested that the remainder of the 
site, not included in this application, 
could be reconfigured so that spaces 
are not lost overall - though it's not 
clear whether the 17-18 spaces for 
the development (not available to the 
public, presumably) are included in 
the new total or not. In my view the 
number of car parking spaces open 
to the public must remain at least the 
same. 

It's suggested that replacement coach 
parking will be provided elsewhere in 
the city centre, and I believe Market 
Street is being suggested as a drop-off 
area. However, it's not clear that 
the highways authority, emergency 
services or anyone else has been 
consulted on the detail, which might 
require amending existing traffic 
regulation orders. 

Market Street is already congested 
with buses, taxis, delivery vehicles, 
and cars using dropping-off spaces. 
What would happen if no alternative 
coach arrangements could be made 
that would satisfy all interested 
bodies? 

There are other issues, including 
the risk of creating an anti-social 
behaviour magnet zone in the car 
park which would be screened from 
view from the road; and also the 
current use of the public car park by 
King's School parents to pick up their 
children after school. 

I'm not opposed in principle to 
reasonable development of part of 
this site, but only provided we can be 
guaranteed no loss of public parking 
space, and suitable alternative coach 
arrangements. The council may be 
in danger of rushing headlong into a 
planning application without having 
adequately advanced the necessary

Why build in 
this iconic area? 

Copy of a letter sent to Andrew 
Phillips , who is the case officer for East 
Cambs District Council: 

I WRITE to strongly urge you to 
permit an extension of time for 
responses to the proposed application 
to build on the Cathedral car park. 

My own reasons for leaning towards 
opposition to the development 
include the facts that: 

a) the car park provides an ideal 
location for people coming into the 
city for sightseeing purposes, or more 
importantly supporting the markets 
in the the town centre. Without this 
facility (which is always completely 
full on market days), where would 
these drivers go? The city centre is 
overwhelmed with traffic now, how 
would it cope with even more traffic? 

b) Perhaps more importantly, the 
car park provides a safe, off-road 
collection point every day for the 
pupils at King's Junior School. We 
surely don't want these young people 
to have to wait by the roadside, or for 
collections to be made there? 

c) Coaches bring and take from the 
car park every day - this includes 
school children as well as visitors to 
Ely. Although the proposal probably 
does include a more limited space for 
cars, the coaches (once again) would 
be obliged to drop off and collect in 
the Gallery by the cathedral, thereby 
increasing the volume of traffic in that 
crowded area. 

These are some of the problems I 
can foresee. However, the biggest 
question I have is WHY does the 
council need to build in this iconic 
area. Three-storey buildings will ruin 
the view of the Cathedral from the 
Barton Road aspect - especially from 
the King's Junior School field. The 
face of Ely may be changing, but this 
might be a step too far.

phone chargers, spent 42 hours volunteering 
at the Crisis centre in Hackney.

Be 'winter wise' 

DEMAND on the 999 ambulance service 
peaked on New Year's Day - and bosses are 
urging people in the Ely area to be 'winter 
wise' to help support their own care as winter 
takes a hold.

A DAD who has asbestos-related 
cancer is calling on people to put 
their best foot forward to raise 
funds for vital research into the 
disease. 

Paul Cowley, 37, from Ely, was 
diagnosed with mesothelioma in 
2012 . 

Following diagnosis, Paul, who 
lives with his wife, Claire, and son, 
Ethan, 5, in Larkfield Road, had 
more scans, a VATs biopsy and then 
a major debulking operation. 

Within a month of his operation 
he was advised to start chemother¬ 
apy which finished in April 2013. 
Since then, and confirmed by now 
three-monthly checks, Paul, ex¬ 
traordinarily, has been stable. 

Last year, Jackie and Richard El¬ 
som, also from Ely, launched the 
Meso 100 Winter Walk Campaign 
to raise funds for Mesothelioma 
UK. 

Their campaign raised over 
£2,000. Sadly, in September, Rich¬ 
ard, of Stour Green, died - four and 
a half years after he was diagnosed 


with mesothelioma. 

This year, in Richard’s memory, 
Paul and Claire are co-ordinating 
the Meso Walk 100 campaign - and 
they are calling on residents of all 
ages and abilities to take part. 

Claire said: “Paul and I met Rich¬ 
ard and Jackie at the Papworth 
Mesothelioma Support Group. We 


will always remember Richard’s 
strength, positivity and most of all 
his sense of humour. 

“The initiative of the walk is a 
simple one -100 steps for 100 pen¬ 
nies. 100 steps might not sound 
like a lot, but for someone with 
mesothelioma, 100 steps can be an 
impossible task.”

Broadcaster 
Stuart Hall is 
freed from jail

VETERAN broadcaster Stu¬ 
art Hall, who assaulted a 
young victim while filming 
in Ely, has been released 
from prison after serving 
half of his five-year jail term. 

The 86-year-old former 
presenter was handed a 
15-month prison sentence 
in 2013 for indecently as¬ 
saulting 13 girls. 

However, his sentence was 
then doubled to 30 months 
by the Court of Appeal. 

Hall was subsequently 
given another 30 months 
last year after separately ad¬ 
mitting indecently assault¬ 
ing a 13-year-old schoolgirl, 
which brought his total sen¬ 
tence to five years. 

Following his release from 
a wing for elderly sex of¬ 
fenders at Wymott Prison in 
Preston, Lancashire, it is re¬ 
ported that he hoped to es-

cape the UK and head to the 
Costa del Sol with his wife, 
but he has been barred from 
going abroad for two-and-a- 
half years as part of his pro¬ 
bation. 

Hall, who turned 86 on 
Christmas Day, was placed 
on the Sex Offenders’ Reg¬ 
ister for 10 years at the time 
of his sentencing, and as 
such will have to remain in 
Britain and regularly report 
to police and probation of¬ 
ficers. 


The offences happened 
between 1967 and 1985 and 
Preston Crown Court heard 
that one victim, aged 17, 
was assaulted on the day It's 
A Knockout was recorded in 
Ely in 1973. 

Hall was initially arrest¬ 
ed in December 2012 and 
made a statement labelling 
the claims “pernicious, cal¬ 
lous, cruel and above all 
spurious”. 

The presenter then ad¬ 
mitted the offences in April 
2013. 

The court heard that some 
of Hall’s counts included 
inappropriately touching a 
nine-year-old girl and kiss¬ 
ing a 13-year-old girl on the 
mouth. 

The former sports report¬ 
er was awarded an OBE in 
the 2012 New Year Honours. 

The release is likely to an¬ 
ger his victims, who have 
previously criticised his sen¬ 
tence for being too lenient.

ONE of Soham’s pubs could 
soon be given a new lease of 
life.

The proposals mean those 
councillors would represent 
three single-member wards, 
eight two-member wards 
and three three-member 
wards across the district. 

The recommendations 
propose changes to ward 
boundaries across the dis¬ 
trict. 

Max Caller, chair of the 
commission, said: “We are

“We are keen to hear what 
local people think of the rec¬ 
ommendations and to tell us 
if they agree with the propos¬ 
als. 

“If you don’t agree with the 
boundaries we have drawn, 
we would like to hear your 
alternatives.” 

He added: “Our review 
aims to deliver electoral 
equality for voters in elec¬ 
tions to East Cambridgeshire 
District Council. 

“This means that each 
councillor represents a simi¬ 
lar number of electors so that 
everyone’s vote in council 
elections is worth roughly 
the same regardless of where 
you live. 


“We also aim to ensure 
that the council’s wards re¬ 
flect, as far as possible, the 
interests and identities of lo¬ 
cal communities across East 
Cambridgeshire. 

“We will consider all the 
submissions we receive 
whoever they are from and 
whether your evidence ap¬ 
plies to the whole of East 
Cambridgeshire or just a part 
of the district.”

“For people on low incomes, a 
sudden crisis like redundancy or 
an unexpected bill can mean going 
hungry.” 

Peter has worked in international 
education for 40 years, founding the 
first international schools in New 
Zealand and Australia, and for his 


services to education was awarded 
the New Zealand Commemoration 
Medal by the Queen in 1990. 

He was founder director of King’s 
International Study Centre which 
opened in Ely in 1999. 

Peter has raised thousands of 
pounds for charity over the years, 
most recently for the Centre for 


Children’s Happiness in Phnom 
Penh. 

He said: “I’ve seen so much pov¬ 
erty in Third World countries so it’s 
quite an eye-opener to learn how 
many families in Ely are struggling 
to put food on the table.”

A TODDLER from Snailwell, 
near Newmarket, has been able 
to dance for the very first time

spend the rest of his life in a 
wheelchair.

short periods but has started to 
dance, stamping his feet to the 
music. 

And last week he took his first 
steps. 

Seb lives with his mum and 
dad, Lorna and James, and twin 
brother Solomon. 

Lorna said the surgery had 
transformed the family’s hopes 
for the future. 

She said: “Seb was diagnosed 
at 15 months old after failing 
to meet his developmental 
milestones. That was a really 
difficult time for us as a family 
because we didn’t know much 
about the condition - and we 


feared the worst.” 

After months of research, 
Lorna stumbled upon a pro¬ 
cedure called Selective Dorsal 
Rhizotomy (SDR), which re¬ 
moves spasticity in the legs and 
enables patients to move more 
freely. 

“When I first heard about it, I 
discounted it because it’s such 
an invasive procedure,” Lorna 
said. 

“I thought it was brilliant, 
but not for my child. But then, 
through Facebook we saw oth¬ 
er families going through the 
same thing. 


“There were children with 
more severe disabilities than 
Seb doing really well. Kids 
that were already confined to 
a wheelchair and largely had 
been written off by their health¬ 
care providers had got up and 
walked.” 

Soon, Lorna was completely 
convinced - and on October 
1 began what they envisaged 
would be a year long campaign 
to raise £70,000 - enough to 
pay for Seb’s surgery in America 
and physio afterwards. 

Their efforts included a 
three-legged marathon, a spon-

sored toddle on Newmarket 
Heath, and Tough Mudder 
events, amongst hundreds 
of others by people up and 
down the country. 

Their marathon raised 
£15,000 - and a place in 
the Guinness World Record 
books - and they reached 
their target in May, five 
months ahead of schedule. 

In October, Seb, Solomon, 
Lorna and James travelled 
to St Louis in the USA with 
“world leader”, Dr Tae Sung 
Park who has done more 
than 3,000 operations of this 
type with a 100 per cent suc¬ 
cess rate. 

Lorna said that while the 
surgery was a complete suc¬ 
cess, the uncertainty was 
how Seb would do in physi¬ 
otherapy. 

She said: “His surgeon 
has predicted that he will 
be an independent walker. 
We have no doubt that is go¬ 
ing to happen, but what we 
don’t know is when it will 
happen or how quickly he 
will achieve the goals he has 
been forecasted. 

“If he puts in the work, 
one day in a few years he 
is going to be similar to his 
brother. That was always 
our biggest, most powerful 
motivator - the fact that we 
had the two of them. 

“But having twins really 
highlighted the differences 
in quite a painful way - that 
was something that moti¬ 
vated us to get the surgery 
and find a solution.” 

Now, just two-and-a-half 
months on, Seb provides 
a new gift often as he pro¬ 
gresses. 

Lorna said: “Since sur¬ 
gery, he has already learnt 
to stand for a few seconds 


by himself. His posture is 
better and he can sit more 
comfortably. His legs just 
move completely differ¬ 
ently. He can swing his leg 
to get up onto something - 
climbing is transformed.” 

And just a few weeks be¬ 
fore Christmas, Seb danced 
for the first time. 

Lorna said: “As a parent of 
a child who has a physical 
disability, you downgrade 
all your expectations to 
shelter yourself from disap¬ 
pointment. 

“You take away the sig¬ 
nificance of that milestone 
because otherwise it’s just 
crushing if you carry on 
thinking about the things he 
can’t do. 

“Then he danced, stamp¬ 
ing in time with the music, 
and it chokes you because 
you just think T didn’t think 
he’d be able to do that’. 

“It’s such a simple pleas¬ 
ure - and we can suddenly 
start ticking the list and put¬ 
ting all these things back on 
there and it’s incredible.” 

Now enjoying a new phys¬ 
io room, renovated for free 
by Mobile Minis UK, Seb is 
ticking off boxes left, right 
and centre. 

Lorna said: “Seb’s surgery 
has reset our family’s future 
as to what we thought it 
would be. 

“Things we imagined do¬ 
ing like walking down the 
beach as a family - just re¬ 
ally simple things but things 
we wanted to do together. 

“They are very important 
and we had them taken 
away from us when he was 
diagnosed. 

“With his condition, by 
ten or early teens, mobility 
declines and they end up 


wheelchair bound. That’s 
just not going to happen 
now with him. He’s not go¬ 
ing to have that premature 
aging. It’s been eliminated 
at two years old.” 

Recently, the NHS has 
announced they have no 
further funding for the sur¬ 
gery in the UK after carrying 
out a clinical trial last year - 
something Lorna feels very 
strongly about. 

“Now every family who 
wants this for their child will 
either have to wait for re¬ 
sults of the clinical trial and 
a decision to routinely fund 
it which is going to be years 
in the making, or their only 
option is to fundraise like 
we did which is really hard,” 
Lorna said. 

“We think it should be 
available on the NHS be¬ 
cause it’s such a life chang¬ 
ing procedure and it’s prov¬ 
en.” 

For now, the Brokenshire- 
Dykes are continuing with 
Seb’s progress and support¬ 
ing other families fundrais¬ 
ing for the same treatment. 

Lorna said: “Last Christ¬ 
mas was really difficult be¬ 
cause we were still coming 
to terms with his diagnosis. 

“There was a massive dif¬ 
ference with what they [Seb 
and Solomon] could both 
do. 

“At Christmas, you look 
ahead at what the next year 
is going to bring and for 
the first time as a family, 
we have nothing but good 
things to look forward to. 

“He is improving every 
week. This is our family time 
finally starting.”

If you haven’t yet submitted your 
2015 Self- Assessment tax return 
then now is the time to take 
action as the deadline for online 
filing is midnight on Sunday 31 
January 2016. If your tax return is 
filed after this date HM Revenue 
& Customs will charge you a fixed 
penalty of £100, even if you do 
not owe any tax. 

Any tax due for the year ended 
5 April 2015 is also payable by 
midnight on Sunday 31 January 
2016, as well as the first payment 
on account for 2015/16, if you are 
required to make one. Interest 
will be charged on tax paid late. 

If your tax return is late and you 
incur a penalty you have the 
right to appeal but unless it was 
down to a serious event outside 
of your control then HMRC are 
likely to take a dim view on your 
plea. HMRC publish an annual 
list of the 10 worst excuses made 
by taxpayers for late filing. Last 
year’s list included the bizarre 
‘Barack Obama is in charge of my 
finances’. Somebody else claimed 
‘I fell in with the wrong crowd’ 
and another said ‘my pet dog 

ate my tax return. and all 

the reminders’. Not surprisingly, 
HMRC did not consider these 
reasonable excuses and they all 
had to pay the £100!

Village club punching above 
weight with Sawyer knowhow

MIKE Sawyer’s spit and sawdust 
gym perfectly sums up a boxing 
coach from the old school. 

An old barn at the Third Bridge 
Holiday Home for Dogs is the base 
for Haddenham & Ely ABC and you 
can almost smell the sweat when 
you walk in, even with no-one 
around. 

A makeshift ring takes up one 
end and the rest of the gym is 
filled with punchbags, weights and 
skipping ropes while old fight posters 
adorn the walls. 

But in pride of place is a faded 
photo of Sawyer as a youngster with 
his first pair of gloves on a hook 
underneath. 

Aged 72, he remains as keen as 
ever to bring through kids like the 
one in that old picture. 

Having moved to Haddenham to 
set up his canine company, Sawyer 
set up the club in 2002 after being 
approached by fellow coach Gavin 
Quarmby. 

Together they quickly got things 
off the ground with 30 people 
attending the first training session. 

Originally based at the Arkenstall 
Village Centre, Sawyer moved the 
operation into the barn he had 
converted eight years ago. 

And for such a small club 
based in the sticks, quite a 
legacy has been created with 
the likes of Pat McAleese and 
brothers Tyler and Liam Goodjohn 
going on to turn professional and 
Shane Sadler representing England 
as an amateur. 

Sawyer said while he was proud 
of their achievements, he was not 
the type to crow about his efforts in 
helping them get where they had. 

He said: “I just look upon it that 
I’ve done my job and I just carry 
on. I never will take umbrage with 
anyone becoming good and leaving 
me and I never have done. 

“People come up to me and say 
‘don’t you feel proud?’ I do, but I 
don’t go around saying T was Tyler’s 
trainer’. 

“Tyler appreciates everything I 
did for him and I thought it was a 
lovely gesture (when he wore shorts 
bearing Sawyer’s name in winning 
the English light-welterweight title 
in 2014) and I didn’t even know. 

“My wife rang me up when I was 
at our show and said ‘have you seen 
Tyler’s shorts, he has got your name 
on them’. I said ‘yes, he borrowed 
them off me!’ 

“I just do the job and have fun. I 
give everything I possibly can into 
making someone good. 

“I say to kids ‘if you want to become 
good, work hard and listen to me’.” 

Sawyer was sports-mad as a child 
in his native east London and gave 
boxing a try at the age of 10 when 
his school held a competition. 

He found he had a knack for 
it and after joining local club 
Woodford, he went on to win the 
North-East London Schoolboys title. 

“In those days it was something 
just to win that because you could 
have had 10 bouts to get to the final,”

said Sawyer, who went on to lost 
just four of his 30-plus bouts before 
hanging up his gloves in his early 
twenties after getting married. 

Looking back on “great times” in 
the 1950s and early 1960s, he recalls 
having to get the bus conductor to 
tell him where to get off at ven¬ 
ues all over the capital and on one 
occasion, facing a 20-mile walk 
home after missing the last bus 



back from East Ham after a bout. 

He said: “The kids get trophies 
after a fight these days, but we used 
to get biscuit barrels, canteens of 
cutlery, as a senior I’ve had a set of 
carving knives, fruit bowls. 

“I used to give them away as Christ¬ 
mas presents, saved me a fortune! 

“But there was an old chap called 
Ted Reeder, who was my coach and 
he was a wonderful ex-pro who 
loved boxing. 

“He reminds me very much of 
me now and he was lovely with the 
kids, there was no-one left out. 

“No matter how bad the kids 
were, he used to make them feel 
good and I believe in making 
anyone feel good.” 

One of Sawyer’s amateur clubmates 
Brian Hudson went on to success 
in the professional game and he 
continued to train with him and 
coach elsewhere on an informal 
basis friom time to time after quitting 
the sport. 

But it was not until establishing 
Haddenham & Ely that he prop¬ 
erly got back into coaching, and 


without a trace of arrogance in his 
voice, he claims he can turn anyone 
into a boxer. 

“I can spot a boxer as soon as he 
walks in here,” said Sawyer. 

“I knew Tyler would be more of an 
aggressive boxer, I knew McAleese 
would be very stylish. 

“It’s just something that’s in my 


head. 

“I’ve got a boy in there now who’s 
13, a southpaw, 5ft 8in, and weighs 
about 60kg, I know I can make him 
into something. 

“I could turn anyone into a boxer, 
but I can turn anyone who’s good 
into something better, but they’ve 
got to want to do it and they’ve got to 


listen. It all comes down to practice.” 

Sawyer has no intention of 
retirement either. 

He said: “I’ve had operations on 
my back and legs and even if I’ve 
been on crutches, I’ve come up 
here and told them what to do. 

“I love training the kids and I’ll 
carry on until I die.”
